Disturbance More Serious Than 
That Which Occurred in 
St. Louis Recently. 


Half the pouulation of Alton was 
aroused soon after 1 a. m. Saturday 
by an earthquake shock, said to have 
been more severe than that which start- 
led St. Louis and its vicinity several: 
weeks ago. The earthquake was not lo- 
cal, reports to the Post-Dispatch sho 
ing that it was felt as far -south ‘as 
Paragould, Ark., and was particularly 
severe at Cape Girardeau, Mo., where 
it was the heaviest shock felt for many 
years. Heavy rumbling accompanied 
the quake. 

It was the first earthquake re— 
corded by the new seismograph at 
St. Louis University. The instrument. 
however, has not been placed on the 
concrete foundations necessary for 
accuracy, and records the vibrations | 
of passing street cars,°so that the 
university authorities disregarded its 
record of the earthquake tremors. 

The quake was felt in Cape Girardeau 
at 1:15 a. m., lasting about a minute: 
The vibration came from the West. 
The ground seemed to undulate, and 
buildings rocked. 

Paragould reports a shock lasting 
about 10 seconds, ‘at the same time.

Most Severe at Alton. 


Alton appears to have borne the brunt 
of the disturbance in the vicinity of St. 
Louis. Many persons.declare that the 
walls of their houses quivered percep- 
‘tibly and that the ground heaved.

A on, said he felt three shocks, the 
first of which awakened him. The shocks 
were several: séconds apart, Mr. Norton 
said, and all were of brief auration. 
They seemed to pass from west to east, 
but Norton described them as being 
mostly up and down. 

An alarm clock which Emil Mook, an 
Alton printer, had on a table beside his 
bed, was shaken to the floor by the dis- 
turbance. 

Towns in Southeast Missouri other 
than Cape Girardeau where the shock 
was felt distinctly are Sikeston and 
Charleston. The report from Sikes- 
ton says all the inhabitants were 
aroused by the severity of the termor, 
while in Charleston many persons 
were awakened. Charleston reports 
that the earthquake lasted about a 
minute. 

Cairo, Ill, felt the shock at 1:08 a. m., 
for about 15 seconds. Many persons 
were awakened by the shaking of their 
houses and the rumbling sound.

The local option question caused more 
debate at the closing session of the Hll- 
ndis Federation of Labor at Belleville 
than any other subject.” The storm 
broke ‘after sthe secretary of the reso- 
lutions committee reported favorably 
on a resolution introduced by delegates 
from the bartenders’ unions of the state 
which put the convention on reeord as 
being opposed to the local option law, 


which was characterized as “‘fanatical.’’ 

For more than an hour the delegates 
wrangled over the question, John H. 
Walker, ex-president’ ef the Munols 
Mine Workers, proved himself 'to be no 
mean temperance lecturer when he 
spoke in opposition to the adopting of 
the resolution. He said that "money 
spent by laboring men for liquor would 
be spent for food and shelter for pheir 
families if the liquor traffic were ob- 
literated. 

Miss Annie Nillard of the waitresses’ 
union in Chicago said that if local op- 
tion carried it would only be a matter 
of time until thé theaters wouid be 
closed and no statues without. drapery 
allowed. The final vote on the resolu- 
tfon stood 109 for the resolution and 68 
against it. 

The last session of the convention 
lasted from 2 o’clock Friday afternoon 
until 9 o’clock Friday night with no ad- 
journment for dinner. During that time 
56 resolutions were acted upon and the 
constitution of the Federation revised. 
The incorporation in the constitution of 
a clause that provides that no one hold- 
ing an appointive political position be 
eligible to a seat in the conventions ot 
the organization met with a storm of 
protest, but was adopted. Aschange was 
also made in the payment of dues so 
that hereafter every member of every 
organization that is affillated with the 
State Federation will pay a per capita 
tax of 1 cent per month. 

The commission plan of government 
was commended and the legislative com- 
mittee instructed to work toward se- 
curing the passage of a law by the 
Legislature granting the initiative and 
seferendum, and, though the convention 
favored this plan for the whole peopie, 
it_refused to adopt the measure as ap- 
plicable to the election of officers of. the 
Federation. 

The death of Francisco Ferrer in 
Spain was ¢haracterized as a crisne un- 
paralleled since the burning of Goirdano 
Bruno. ' * 

The convention selected Rock Island 
as the meeting place for the, con- 
fention in 1910. The other towns that 
wanted the meeting were Quincy, Dan- 
ville and Aurora. Springfield was se- 
lected as the meeting place for the 1911 
convention, when the State federations 
from neighboring states will be asked to 
be present. 

President Edwin R. Wright of the ty- 
pographical union of Chicago, was re- 
elected for the third time president of 
the organization, this being the first 
time in the history of the State Federa- 
tioh that one man has been elected three 
times to the office. His opponent was 
John J. Brittain of the Carpenters’ and 
Joiners’ Union of Chicago. 

Other officers élected were Peter Fitz- 
gerald, Alton, firet-vice-president; Jo- 
seph Morton, Chicago, second vice- 
president; Daniel Gorman, Peoria, third 
vice-president; J. F. Morris, secretary- 
treasurer, re-elected; Charles P. Gaede, 
Bloomington; Ernst Mortimer, Kewanee; 
J. J. Kearney, Quincy; Jerry Kain, Chi- 
cago; Richard Tippet, Springfield, and 
Jerry Nelson, Streator, were elected 
members of the Executive Board.

CORPUS CHRISTI, Texa Oct. B.— 
Charging that the halting ané@ “proces- 
sion by jerks” policy of Congress in 
connection with deep waterway improve- 
ment was responsible for the lack of ad- 
vancement in the undertakings, Presi- 
dent Taft, in his speech here, announced 
himself as an enthusiastic advocate of 
deepening channels and interior appro- 
priations. 

The address was made at yesterday's 
session of the Interstate Inland Water- 
ways League and aroused the delegates 
to a storm of approval. The President 
cautiously inserted the clause, “when 
such projects can be shown to be prac- 
ticable and necessary," in his advocacy, 
but urged that a definite general plan 
for opening up great water avenues of 
commerce should replace the varied and 
piecemeal! outlines thus far brought up 
in the national councils. 

In his address, the President, after 
giving credit to former President Roose- 
velt for giving the first impulse to con: 
servation of national resources, said: 

“We have invested millions of Aollars 
in our waterways, and we have done ex: 
cellent work when the work was speci- 
fied, in helping to make our rivers 
more navigable; but the trouble with 
‘he work has been that it has been done 
largely piecemeal. It has not carried 
out a theory of a@ great project with 
reference to the establishment of a 
great avenue of transportation and the 
time has arrived for changing our policy 
in that regard.”’ 

Now, as long as the limitation of 
money continues, as long as that state 
of affairs is allowed to exist, we mav 
be sure of having a piecemeal, and a— 
what shall I call it—procession by jerks, 
in reference to our improvements. Ev- 
ery man who looks at it from a busi- 
ness standpoint—and a business stand-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—U nited 
States Census Director E. Dana Durand 
said today, very solemnly: 

“The primary responsibility for secur- 
ing efficient enumerators must rest with 
the supervisors of the census.”’ 

Director Durand added that it would 
take too much time and money to hold 
competitive examinations for enumer- 
ators. There would be several hundred 
thousand competitors for the 65,000 
places, probably; and then, instead of 
merely selecting those whose standing 
in the examinations was the highest, 
the gupervisors would have to choo 
those whose “personal characterist 
are most sultable to the task. 

Of course,*no one can tell from‘ his 
written examination how fast a man can 
run. For his own safety an enumerator 
should be fleet of foot. Many thousands 
of men in this country object strongly 
sometimes -violently, to answering such 
questions as: 

Asks Personal Questions, 

“How much do you earn @ year?’ 

“How mpch do‘you spend annually 
for clothes? For -cigars? For whis- 
ky?” 

“You say your first wife divoreed you. 
Why?” 

An enumerator must 
too. Even heroism is needed to’ ap- 
proach a maiden iady weighing, say. 
300 pounds, and remark to her, however 
pleasantly: .‘‘You are 48 years old ani 
unmarried. State the reason. Were you 
jilted or did you give him the mitten? 
If so, how often or how many? Were 
they white, red, black or yellow?” Or, 

“Do you. believe in ‘votes for women’ 
or that ‘the hand that rocks the cra- 
die rules the world?’ Or, 

“What is your income? Have you 
money itn the savings bank or else- 
where?” 

Naturally, too, the supervisors must 
learn personally if their enumerators are 
observant—are ‘“rubbernecks,”’ to be 
slangy. An enumerator must be more 
than quick at figures to count some of 
the families he will run across in New 
York's dark tenements, for example.

Appointed by Director. 
“The special agents are appointed by 


the Director of the Census in the first; 


instance, and applications for the posi- 
tion should be made direct to the Cen- 
sus Bureau. On the Other hand, census 
enumerators are designated in the first 
instance by the supervisors of the cen- 
sus, who are scattered through the coun- 
try, although the enumerators thus se- 
lected require the subsequent approval 
of the Director. People wishing ‘to’ be 
enumerators should therefore address 
their applications directly to the fet inf 
visor of the ¢ensus for the district. int 
which they live. 

“While the work of the special agents 
in manufactures and mining will begin 
in January, and while applications for 
the examination for this position should 
be made immediately, the enumerators 
will not take up their work until April 
15, and applications to the supervisors 
will be in order for at least three 
months to come, 

“The enumerators will ultimately be 
subjected to a test examination, but 
this examination will probably not take 
place before February, and will be quite 
different in character from the examina- 
tion for special] agents to be held on 
Nov, §.”

Methods which the Board ot Public 
Improvements recommend for the aboli- 
tion of grade crossings at Ewing avenve 
and Chouteau avenue, are favored also 
by the Public Improvements Commit- 
tee of the Council and the Railroads 
Committee of the House ot Delegates. 
Both gommittees: have reported to the 
Municipal Assembly, with the suggestion 
tiat the board draw ordinances as quick- 
fy “as” possible ‘and submit them for 
passage. : 

To avoid a discourtesy to the Council's 
Railroads Committee, the report ex- 
pressed no prefereace as between the 
bills for the abolition of the crossing 
at Compton avenue, One of these bills 
was prepared by the board, and con- 
templates a 60-foot viaduct. The other 
was written by Frank H. Gerhart, and 
provides for a bridge 48 feet wide. Chair- 
man Drew of the Council's Raliroads 
Committee has heretofore championed 
the Gerhart bill, arid has fefused to re- 
port the board’s ‘measure. 


Drew to Have a Hearing. 
Because of Mr. Drew's recalcitrance, 


apparently, the board’s report’on grade 
crossings was not sent to his committee, 
but instead was referred to the Public 
Improvements Committee, which con- 
ducted a hearing on it Thursday. An 
attempt was made during the. delibera- 
tions of the Council’s Public Improve- 
ments Committee and the House’s Rail- 
roads Committee, Friday, to Induce some 
members to approve the board's bill for 
the elimination of the crossing at Comp- 
tom avenue, but there was strong ob- 
jection to. that course.

ABUSING THE PAROLE uw 

The object of the parole law is to open oppor- 
tunity for the mitigation of punishment when cir- 
cumstances justify it, or to save youthful or 
norant offenders from criminal careers by gi 
them a chance to reform their conduct before the 
prison brand is fastened on them, It is a good 
law when applied with discretion, but may be 
subject to great abuse. 

State Examiner Swanger directs attention to 
abuses of the law. He cites fastances of abuse. 
Three bankers convicted of embezzling from $18,- 
000 to $34,000 and sentenced to the penitentiary 
were relieved of all punishment by the interven- 
tion of judges who paroled ‘them, 

Mature men in positions of trust and substan- 
tial emolument are the last to whom the parole 
law should be applied. Their deliberate crimes, 
committed with a full knowledge of their nature 
and under no pressure of grinding necessity de- 
serve punishment. Their punishment is needed 
for the protection of the public whose savings 
are entrusted to bank officers, 

The laws are brought into contempt when meas- 
ures designed to save the unexperienced, the ig- 
norant and the wretchedly poor are twisted to 
give immunity for robbery to well-to-do scoun- 
drels. What must be the effect upon other 
bankers of the policy of saving dishonest bank- 
ers from the penalty of the crime? What the 
effect upon public opinion to see common crimi- 
nals in prison and the rich, influential criminals 
out on parole. Mr. Swanger’s rebuke should be 
heeded by judges.

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COMPETITION GOOD, REGULATION BETTER. 

The test of the promise of competition in elec- 
tric light service, which is held out by the La- 
clede Gas Co., will’ be found in the schedules. 
Real competition, resulting in actual reduction of 
the cost of electricity, would be welcomed by con- 
sumers. It would be a popular move on the part 
of the new proprietors of the Laclede Gas Co., as 
popular as a concession in gas rates. 

But neither the promise nor the realization of 
competition should divert us from the policy of 
regulation upon which we have entered. Com- 
petition in public utitities is uncertain. Its bene- 








‘fits are likely to be temporary. The economies 


and advantages of monopoly in public service in- 
evitably cause combines and consolidations. The 
only permanent protection for the public Hes in 
regulation. 

Reports from the Public Service Commission in- 
dicate that it is laying a ‘solid foundation for 
offective regulation. The thorough physical val- 
uation of the properties of.the public utility cor- 
porations is the first necessary step to the fixing 
of reasonable rates. Wé must know how much 
money is invested in the plants and what is the 
actual cost of production and maintenance before 
reasonable rates can be determined and sus- 
tained in the courts. The actual value will expose 
the water in the capitalization. 

With a sound foundation of knowledge of the 
‘nyestment and cost of operation and with the 
power to fix rates and conditions of service, we 
jbave @ means of compelling fair service at & rea- 


: sonable cost with or without dagen

Patrolman Who Took a Drink 
While Watching Church 
Steeple Dismissed. 


Patrolman Lawrence Treinan of the 
Central District knew he was violating 
the police manual when he attended a 
dance at Concordia Club Hall in civili- 
jan dress. He had not asked permission 
to doff his uniform because up to the 
last minute his intention was to spend 
his recreation time at home. . 

In the course of the evening an in- 
toxicated man entered the ballropm, and 
within a few minutes after his arrival 
had engaged in a fight with several 
men. The dancers were stricken with 
terror. The ballroom was soon in an 
uproar. 

Patrolman Treizan saw there Was po- 
tice duty to be performed. But to ar- 
rest the belligerents and take them to 
the police station would reveal his own 
misconduct—that of appearing in public 
in civilian dress without permission. 
There was no time to be lost, however, 
and Tréinan must either place his head 
in the lion’s mouth or neglect his duty. 

He could have slipped away from the 
hall and left the dancers at the mercy 
of the fighters. He could have gone 
home and his superfors, perhaps, would 
have been none the wiser. Would he 
shirk his duty and protect himself or 
would he do what he had sworn to do 
and take the consequences? 

It took Treinan just two minutes to 
decide. He jumped into the fight and 
made known his identity. In the heat 
of the battle the participants recognized 
Treinan only as an interloper and 
pounced upon him, He had a strenuous 
fight on his hands but finally gained the 
upper hand. Then he marched two 
prisoners to Central District Police Sta- 
tion. \
